COUNTY TAXES 


Are Bednced from $1.07 to $1.00 on 
Each $100 Yaluatlon. 


County Treasurer Mowrer has an im- 
portant and very acceptable announce- 
ment to make to tax payers of the city 
and county. It is no less than a reduc- 
tion of 7 cents on every $100 property 
valuation. Heretofore the county and 
state tax levy has been $1.07, bat now, 
over his signature the levy is fixed at 
$1.00. The state house tax of 2 cents 
per $100 valuation is entirely abolished, 
and the levy of 60 cents for county ex- 
penses is reduced to 55 coits, making 
the total reduction heretofore noted.

CHAPPAQUA. N. Y., Jan 9.—Early this 
morning, about the time the gangs of 
Italians, who worked in the aqueduct at 
night, were about to go home, the Po- 
cantico river forced its way tluough the 
narrow stretch of land dividing it from 
the aqueduct and broke through the 
walls with a deafening roar, fiooding the 
new water way its entire length to the 
extent of sixty feci 


The loss of life is very great, although 
at this hour it is impossible to ascertain 
just how many men were at work when 
the break occurred. All the mules be- 
longing to the contractors have also been 
drowned. The bed of the river had 
been changed some tme ago and the new 
bed was dug out for this purpose. The 
ground in which it was dug is soft and 
moist and readily gave way to the waters' 
great pressure. Two hunidred men are 
now at work trying to stop up the 
break, but their work is unavailing.

A Ylslt to the Great Irlelds Controlled 
by the Fort Wayne Syndicate 
—How this City Can 


be Supplied. 


Saturday evening the Louisville train 
brought into the city a muchly damp- 
ened but, highly enthusiastic company 
of citizens, who had been making a visit 
of inspection to the natural gas fidds of 
Blackford and Jay counties. 
They left 
Fort Wayne at 5 Friday morning, with 
Jupiter Pluvius in full control of the 
elements, 
and 
their 
investigations 
were conducted under his auspices to 
the end. 


The party comprised Hon. B. C. Bell, 
W. W. Worthington, Alfred Hattersley, 
H. C. Graffe, B. S. O'Connor, Henry 
Paul, John Ferguson and S. E. Morss, 
of Chicago. 
At Montpelier, thirty-six 
miles 
south, the 
first 
town 
visi- 
ted, 
there 
are 
two 
fine 
wells, 
and the gas is universally used both for 
heating and illuminating purpoe^. The 
town has had a rapid growth since the 
di^very and utilization of the gas, as, 
indeed, have all the towns inthe&idiana 
gas bdt. The Montpelier plant is owned 
by a company, the controlling interest 
in which is held by Fort Wayne gentle- 
men. 


At Hartford Citythere are three splen- 
did wells, two of them owned by one 
company and the other by an oppod- 
tion company. 
The latter has never 
served gas, however, having been an- 
ticipated by its rival in the laying of 
pipes. 
For the benefit of the Fort 
S?ayne vidtors an exhibition of the 
power and capacity of its well was 
made. 
Gas 
was 
tumed 
on 
to 
its full pressure through an escape pipe, 
and with a mighty roar, which was un- 
pleasantly suggestive of earthquakes 
and "sich," leaped trom its subterranean 
prison house and burst into a great 
sheet of lurid flame that danced and 
frolicked as if in mockery of the impo. 
tent efforts of old Jupiter to extinguish 
"t. The 
Hartford 
City 
wells are 
'gushers," sure enough, and will no 
doabt yield enough of the precious gas 
to supply the wants of the town for 
many generations to come. At Dun- 
drk, a vilbge about ten miles east of 
Hartford City, there are several excel- 
lent wells, and the population seems to 
be employing all its energies in an effort 
to exhaust them at the earliest possible 
moment. A hundred or more torches 
are burning night and day in the Dun- 
kirk streets, and the waste is as reckless 
as it is inexcusable. If the Dunkirk 
people think there is "plenty more 
where this comes from" they, in their 
childness, may discover their mistake at 
no distant day. Naturd gas is an ines- 
timable blessing to any community, and 
ought to be as carefully husband^ as 
any other of nature's gifts. At Bed 
Eey, fifteen miles from Montpelier, 
where a Fort Wayne company owns the 
plant, the gas is more carefully used. 


The well is one of the very beet in the 
state, and the quality of gas is equd, if 
not superior, to any that has been found 
in Pennsylvania or Ohio. As an illumi- 
nant it compares very favorably with ar- 
tifidd gas, and is much better than the 
article now being served to consumers 
n Fort Wayne. Bed Eey is a town of 
about 1,800 inhabitants. It is at the 
intersection of the Lake Erie and West- 
ern and Pan Handle railroads and has 
superior advantages as a manufacturing 
point. It is only a little more than two 
months since the town was piped and 
the service of gas began. There has al- 
ready been a marked growth and it is ex- 
pected that the town ydll double in mm 
this year, nearly every house in town is 
now heated with natural gas, and the 
streets, stores and many dwelling houses 
are lighted as wdL Everybody is en- 
thusiastio over the new ded, and no one 
can be found who would willingly re- 
turn to the use of wood or coal for heat- 
ing purposes.

CtMnei Down the Ohio Blver With Its 
Freeiona Cargo and Is Greeted

The Old Settlers Pass In Bevlew Before 
the Judgment Seat of God- 
Death of Mary E. WefeL 


Died, Saturday noon. Mrs. Mary E. 
Wefel, wife of the late Adam Wefd, 
aged dghty years.

to this city in 1834 and has redded here 
ever since.

Mrs. Wefel leaves two 
children, Mrs. John W. Wefd, of Lo- 
gansport, and Adolph Wefel, of this 
city.

Oapt Charles Beeee^ the present ss- 
sesscr of this diy, was one of the brav- 
est of union soldiers at the battle of Ge(- 
tysborg. 
On the seeond day of that 
memorable engagement of the dvil war, 
July 2, 1868, Mr. Beeae was hit by a 
bullet from the rebd rifles. 


The lead struk him fairly between the 
eyes, at the base of the frontal bone of 
the skull and buried itself in the inner 
ehannds of the nose. 
He was carried 
from the fldd and conveyed to the hos- 
pital, but so firmly was the bullet em- 
bedded in the inner facial recesses, at 
the base of the skull, that surgeons 
eould not reach or disturb it. 
Ever 
since that day it has been a constant 
and sore reminder of Gettsysburg, des- 
pite the fact that eminent surgeons were 
consulted. 


Nature, however was at work and 
slowly bat surdy it operated to liberate 
the leaden memento of Gettysburg. Yes- 
terday Captain Beese experienced ¡a 
choking sensation and sought relief by 
coughi^.

pital, but so firmly was the ballet em- 
bedded in the inner facial recesses, at 
the base of tbe skull, that surgeons 
oonld not reach or disturb it.

since that day it haa been a constant 
and acre reminder of Gettsysburg, des- 
pite the fact that eminent surgeons were 
consulted. 


Nature, however was al work and 


slowly but surely it operated to liberate 
the leaden memento of Gettysburg. Yes- 
terday Captain Beese experienced > 
choking sensation and sought relief by 
coughing.
